When William J. Bryan reach- 
es his home in Lincoln, Neb., Sep- 
tember 5, he will have completed 
a globe of trotting tour which has 
taken him below the equator and 
above the arctic circle. 

His journey was begun Sep- 
tember 21, 1905, and was so ar- 
ranged that he has been enabled 
to visit about thirty different 
lands and has come in personal 
contact with people who control 
the destinies of the world. His 
name, position, rugged person- 
ality, and the probability that he 
will be the next Democratic can- 
didate for President have proved 
a conjuring combination of ele- 
ments which have opened the 
door to him for study and re- 
search in every country which he 
has visited.

RUSSELL SAGE. 

The death of Russell Sage is 
like the removal of a landmark. 
For more than a half century 
Mr. Sage was one of the finan- 
cial pillars of New York, and for 
many years he was the steady 
prop upon which Wall street 
could always depend for quick 
support. Mr. Sage's genius was 
undoubtedly that of acquisition. 
Early in his career he entered 
politics and served a term or two 
in Congress. It is doubtful if he 
would have achieved the success 
or renown that came to him in 
the financial world had he elect- 
ed to remain in public service. 
He lacked the engaging perso- 
nality and diplomacy that form 
the politician's armament and 
defense. Simple in his tastes 
and habits, frugal, even to the 
verge of parsimony, with an un- 
shakable confidence in the accu- 
mulative properties of interest, 
Mr. Sage acquired a colossal for- 
tune, which he continued to aug- 
ment almost to the day of his 
death. It is not uninteresting to 
speculate upon the provision that 
he undoubtedly made as to its 
disposition after his death.

THE SOUTH'S LABOR FAMINE. 

The labor situation in the South 
has reached the critical stage. A 
railroad conductor in Alabama 
says that he knows of a field of 
300 acres of cotton which has 
hot been touched by a hoe this 
season. Another man remarks 
that it is not a question of pay- 
ing higher wages to farm labor- 
ers, but of getting laborers, at 
any price. 

"Some may say," remarks the 
Mobile Register, "that the ne- 
groes are leaving because they 
are ill treated, but this is certain- 
ly not so. The farmers' interest 
everywhere is to treat the ne- 
groes well. The fact is that the 
negroes are too well treated 
that is, too well paid— they can 
live without working more than 
a portion of the time and if 
urged to work they find it easy 
to move and get wages else- 
where. Owing to high prices and 
the demand for labor, the ne- 
groes are becoming more and 
more untrustworthy. They can- 
not be relied upon to stay by 
contrcts or to do anything like a 
fair amount of work. The at- 
traction of wages six days 
week is not sufficient to induce 
them to work. The solution is in 
foreign imigration."
